(a) Counseling done by vocational counselors related to enpl oynent,
career developnent, or vocational rehabilitation; school counselors
enpl oyed or contracted with a school or college who work to pronote the
academ c career and personal and social devel opnent of students; peer
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counsel ors, peer counselor trainers, and student peer counselors who
use their own experience to help people in simlar situations; donestic
violence treatnent providers; crinme victim advocates; or canp
counselors; or

(b) Supportive services such as case managenent activities, human
services, residential support, or admnistration of tests unless these
services are provided in conjunction wth therapeutic counseling.
"Therapeutic counseling” does not inply proficiency in the practice or
conpetencies of licensed marriage and famly therapy, nental health
counselor, social work, chem cal dependency professional, psychiatric
nurse practice, psychology, or psychiatry that are requlated under
ot her | aws.
